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SAFETY PATROL 


A Safety Patrol was organized at Cumberland in 
thesearly part-off 51: 

In his talk to the students, David Barker, captain, 
said, “First of all, the Safety Patrol is nota police 
force, and it isn’t intended to become one. The Safety 
Patrolis an organized group of boys for promoting 
safety for our school boys and girls who ride on the 
buses. 

“To function with best results, the patrolmen will 
need the co-operation of all the students. It is known 
to all of us that leaders in any organization need the 
co-operation of their followers to operate success- 
fully. The Patrol is asking for the students’ help. 

“When school lets out in the afternoon, patrolmen 
will be stationed along the walk and one at each end 
of the drive to stop all traffic until the buses have 
departed. One of the patrolmen will get inside each 
bus first and go to the back; another will stand at the 
door and then sit in front when the bus is loaded. The 
buses will be loaded from the rear; that is, the first 
ones on the bus get the back seats. If anyone desires 
to occupy an empty seat towards the front, he may 
move up, but not while the bus is in motion. When 
someone has tocross the road, thepatrolman in front 
will get out and stand in front of the bus. You will 
stay on your side of the road until he sees if the way 
is clear. In the morning the buses will also be loaded 
from the rear. 

“The patrolmen may alternate their positions each 
week or whenever they desire. 

“They can be identified by their badges and white 
belts. 

“With the students’ co-operation, the Safety 
Patrol will be a success.”
